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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  make-up  of  the  Board  changed  significantly  with  the  resignation  of 
Bill  Burt  and  the  appointment  of  Don  Sparrow  to  the  Chairmanship.  In 
May,  Tom  Newton  was  elected,  and  Bob  Mumford  re-elected  to  full  three 
year  terms  to  the  Board.  The  Charter  became  fully  implemented  with  the 
appointment  in  March  of  Mrs.  Sheila  Vanderhoef  to  the  new  position  of 
Town  Administrator. 

The  continuing  recession  and  the  Budget  dominated  the  1992  news. 
The  voters  approved  a  Proposition  2  1/2  "balanced"  budget  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  and  supported  many  of  the  requested  items  in  the  subse- 
quent override  vote. 

To  everyone's  relief,  the  first  installment  of  the  1993  tax  bills  was 
mailed  on  time.  One  of  the  most  important  goals  of  the  new  Town  Admin- 
istrator has  been  to  see  that  all  Town  Departments  set  and  adhere  to 
realistic  budgets  in  FY  1994.  A  substantial  portion  of  her  time  has  been 
devoted  to  this  objective.  Much  of  her  time  has  also  been  spent  in  labor 
negotiations.  The  Town  reached  contractual  agreement  with  the  Union  rep- 
resenting the  Department  of  Public  Works  employees  and  initiated  contract 
discussions  with  the  Union  representing  Police  Department  employees. 
Negotiations  with  the  Fire  Fighters  Union  relative  to  a  new  contract  to  re- 
place the  1 990  "evergreen"  contract  continue. 

Only  one  major  storm  hit  us  this  year  and  it  did  little  damage  with  the 
exception  of  severe  erosion  of  the  Nauset  Beach  dunes.  More  of  the  Old 
Lighthouse  Beach  road  was  lost  necessitating  an  emergency  program  to 
reach  agreement  with  the  National  Seashore  to  provide  the  land  for  a  safe 
alternate  route.  Such  agreement  has  been  achieved  and  construction  will 
proceed  shortly. 

Contributions  from  a  new  organization  'The  Friends  of  the  Eastham 
Town  Hair  are  already  evident  in  the  form  of  volunteer  secretarial/clerical 
help  in  a  number  of  the  Town  Hall  Departments.  Other  objectives  of  this 
group  are  to  help  with  renovations  and  beautification  of  Town  Hall. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  discovery  for  us  in  the  Town  Hall.  A  year  of 
learning  to  work  with  a  new  form  of  Government  with  a  Town  Administrator 
in  day-to-day  charge  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  a  policy  making  role. 
The  system  seems  to  be  working  well,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
competence  and  qualities  of  Eastham's  first  Town  Administrator,  Sheila 
Vanderhoef.  We  look  fonA^ard  to  1993  with  confidence  and  enthusiasm.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


On  January  1,  1991,  the  Town  of  Eastham  had  6,271  taxable  real 
estate  parcels  and  2,952  taxable  personal  property  accounts.  The  total 
valuation  decreased  from  $1,066,716,189  on  January  1,  1990,  to 
$848,459,500  on  January  1,  1991,  due  to  the  Fiscal  Year  1992  Revalua- 
tion. The  decrease  of  $218,258,689  reflected  recent  trends  of  declining 
market  values. 

The  Town  received  Preliminary  Certification  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1992 
Revaluation  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  on  January  27,  1992.  Impact 
notices  with  the  proposed  real  estate  values  were  mailed  to  property  own- 
ers on  January  30,  1992.  The  Town  received  Final  Certification  of  the  Re- 
valuation on  February  24,  1992.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  a  public 
hearing  on  February  28,  1992,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  369  of  the  Acts 
of  1982,  to  determine  the  percentages  of  the  tax  levy  to  be  borne  by  each 
class  of  property  for  Fiscal  Year  1992.  The  Board  voted  on  f^arch  2,  1992, 
to  adopt  a  single  tax  rate  for  all  classes  of  property.  The  tax  rate  was 
certified  at  $8.77  per  $1,000  on  March  16,  1992,  and  the  Fiscal  Year  1992 
tax  bills  were  mailed  on  March  25,  1992.  The  newly  appointed  Board  of 
Assessors  acted  on  137  exemption  applications  in  the  following  categories: 
83  for  veterans,  1 1  for  the  blind,  40  for  the  elderly  and  3  for  hardship.  The 
total  number  of  real  estate  abatement  applications  was  422,  while  those 
for  personal  property  totaled  51. 

On  January  1,  1992,  the  Town  had  6,272  taxable  real  estate  parcels 
and  3,001  taxable  personal  property  accounts.  The  total  valuation  in- 
creased from  $848,459,400  on  January  1,  1991,  to  $853,605,600  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1992.  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to  new  growth  from  subdivi- 
sions, condominium  conversions,  new  construction  and  new  personal  prop- 
erty accounts.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  a  public  hearing  on  October 
21,  1992,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  369  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  to  deter- 
mine the  percentages  of  the  tax  levy  to  be  borne  by  each  class  of  property 
for  Fiscal  Year  1993.  The  Board  voted  at  that  meeting  to  adopt  a  single 
tax  rate  for  all  classes  of  property.  The  tax  rate  was  certified  at  $9.46  per 
$1,000  on  October  29,  1992,  and  the  Fiscal  Year  1993  tax  bills  were 
mailed  on  November  2,  1992. 

All  real  property  data  has  now  been  entered  on  the  Town's  computer 
appraisal  system,  and  a  "bridge"  program  has  been  created  to  transfer  the 
values  to  the  tax  billing  system.  The  computerization  of  the  appraisal  pro- 
cess should  facilitate  future  revaluations  and  allow  more  of  the  tasks  to  be 
performed  in-house,  resulting  in  a  cost  savings  to  the  Town.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1992  witnessed  the  appointment  of  Eastham's  first  five  per- 
son, volunteer  Board  of  Health.  The  new  members  of  this  Board  invested  a 
tremendous  amount  of  time  and  energy  learning  and  subsequently  admin- 
istering the  public  health  laws,  rules  and  regulations.  Early  in  1992,  the 
Board  concentrated  its'  efforts  on  implementation  of  existing  programs  de- 
signed to  protect  and  improve  the  public  health  and  the  environment.  Dur- 
ing the  past  months,  the  Board  has  drafted  and  reviewed  proposed  well, 
recycling  and  hazardous  materials  regulations  and  expects  to  promulgate 
these  regulations  in  the  near  future. 

The  Inspection  and  Maintenance  Program  Regulations,  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1990,  continue  to  help  ensure  proper  sanitary  sewage 
disposal  and  continue  to  impact  the  activity  of  our  Health  Department.  This 
year  1373  systems  were  scheduled  for  inspection:  876  systems  passed 
inspection,  30  systems  required  pumping,  75  systems  required  repair,  46 
systems  failed  and  339  systems  were  inaccessible  for  inspection. 

Operations  at  the  Eastham  Solid  Waste  Recycling  Transfer  Station 
proceeded  with  ongoing  success.  The  addition  of  a  swap  shop  and  metal 
can  recycling  area  added  to  the  Town's  growing  commitment  to  proper 
solid  waste  management.  The  Board  thanks  the  staff  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  their  effort  and  support  at  the  Transfer  Facility. 

This  year,  the  Health  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  and  Environmental  Department,  continued  periodic  Volatile 
Organic  Compound  (VOC)  sampling  of  residential  wells  surrounding  the 
landfill  and  in  the  vicinity  of  known  or  suspected  hydrocarbon  releases  in 
Town. 

In  response  to  the  spread  of  rabies  among  wild  animal  populations  and 
the  threat  of  potential  human  exposure  via  domestic  animals,  the  Board,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Eastham  Veterinary  Hospital,  sponsored  a  rabies  im- 
munization clinic  for  cats  and  dogs  on  November  21,  1992.  This  clinic  was 
well  attended  and  appreciated  by  resident  pet  owners. 

The  Board  also  sponsors  various  health  promotion  activities  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  Programs  include:  blood  pres- 
sure clinics,  cholesterol  screenings,  preschool  immunization  clinics,  flu  clin- 
ics, nutritional  and  adult  counseling  clinics,  breathing  workshops,  communi- 
cable disease  monitoring  and  preventive  control  programs. 

HIV/AIDS  education  has  become  a  priority  issue  for  the  Board  this 
year.  This  disease  continues  to  spread  at  an  alarming  rate  throughout  the 
country  with  a  number  of  diagnosed  cases  here  on  Cape  Cod.  The  Board 
is  working  with  various  Boards  of  Health  in  the  region  as  well  as  other 
experts  in  the  field  to  develop  a  community  based  AIDS  education  pro- 
gram. The  Board  has  determined  that  proper  education  of  all  citizens  re- 
garding HIV/AIDS  prevention  is  essential  to  slow  and  eventually  stop  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  in  our  community. 

Radon  test  kits  are  available  in  the  Health  Department  and  may  be 
purchased  for  sixteen  ($16.00)  dollars.  Sterile  sampling  bottles  to  collect 
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well  water  samples  for  laboratory  analysis  (standard  potability  test)  are 
also  available.

TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Cape  Cod  Tech  has  experienced  another  exciting  year  of  technical 
education  under  the  direction  of  Tinnothy  Carroll,  Superintendent/Director. 
Although  Educational  Reform  continues  to  make  us  ever  mindful  of  pro- 
posed changes,  we  have  continued  to  offer  outstanding  educational  pro- 
grams to  our  school  population. 

This  was  evidenced  in  VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America) 
by  the  award  of  a  gold  medal  on  the  state  level  and  silver  and  bronze 
medals  on  the  national  level  to  Cape  Cod  Tech  participants  in  competition 
with  other  vocational  technical  students.  Cape  Cod  Tech  is  ever  grateful  to 
the  staff  who  sponsored  the  weekly  Bingo  games  which  supported  the 
expenses  of  conferences  and  competition  in  VICA,  FFA  (Future  Farmers  of 
America),  DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  and  which  also 
graciously  donated  toolships  and  scholarships  for  many  of  our  graduates. 
During  this  past  year  twenty-two  students  representing  all  sending  schools 
successfully  completed  the  Pre-Vocational  Program,  fifty  adult  students  re- 
ceived vocational/technical  certificates  from  the  Adult  Training  Program, 
four  students  participated  in  a  pilot  program  called  Re-Invest  which  is  a 
new  program  for  high  school  drop-outs.  In  addition,  six  students  from  three 
of  Cape  Cod  Tech's  sending  schools  participated  in  a  new  JEV  Program 
(Joint  Educational  Venture)  which  allows  students  to  attend  a  voca- 
tional/technical program  each  morning  and  then  return  to  their  sending 
schools  for  academic  subjects.  It  is  expected  that  enrollment  in  all  of  these 
specific  programs  will  continue  to  increase  in  the  future. 

In  conjunction  with  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  Cape  Cod  Tech 
has  initiated  a  Management  Tech  Prep  Program  for  students  in  grades 
11-14  and  is  preparing  to  launch  other  four-year  programs  which  will  link 
the  junior  and  senior  years  of  high  school  with  two  years  of  post  secondary 
education.  Tech  prep  programs  combine  academic  learning  with  the  mas- 
tery of  technical  and  vocational  skills  to  produce  "high  performance"  gradu- 
ates with  an  associate  degree. 

Competency-Based  Vocational  Education  is  in  place  for  all  vocational 
programs.  Many  Cape  Cod  Tech  staff  have  participated  on  Super  Teams 
sponsored  by  the  Northeast  Regional  Center  for  Drug-Free  Schools  and 
Communities.  Cape  Cod  Tech  is  one  of  seven  schools  in  the  northeastern 
part  of  the  United  States  participating  in  Super  Teams  which  is  funded  by 
a  federal  grant  for  the  purpose  of  improving  school  climate,  and  many 
activities  have  taken  place  involving  staff,  students,  parents,  and  commu- 
nity leaders.  Cape  Cod  Tech  graduated  102  students  in  1992;  34%  were 
placed  in  jobs  in  their  trade,  27%  pursued  further  education,  3%  joined  the 
armed  forces,  15%  were  employed  in  positions  out  of  their  trade,  and  27% 
were  either  at  home  with  children  or  seeking  employment.

In  January  we  mailed  out  1954  census  forms  and  within  a  week,  most 
of  them  were  completed  and  returned  to  us.  By  July  1st.  we  completed  our 
reports  and  counted  4662  year  round  residents.  This  was  an  increase  of 
45  residents  over  last  year.  We  had  877  residents  under  21  years  of  age 
and  1614  residents  60  years  or  older. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  3282  voters  -  649  Republicans,  686 
Democrats,  1889  Unenrolled,  57  Independents,  and  1  Libertarian. 

At  our  annual  Town  Election  on  May  19,  1406  people  cast  ballots. 
That's  approximately  45%  of  the  registered  voters.  This  year  we  had  a 
presidential  election  and  in  that  election  3010  people  cast  ballots.  That's 
93  %  of  the  registered  voters.  That  was  an  excellent  turn  out  and  we  were 
very  proud  that  so  many  cast  ballots. 

Anyone  18  years  of  age  may  register  to  vote  and  we  encourage  them 
to  do  so.  High  school  or  college  students  may  register  at  their  respective 
schools  and  a  copy  of  that  registration  will  be  fonA/arded  to  us.  Absentee 
ballots  are  available  for  every  election.  We  encourage  any  handicapped  or 
shut-in  people  to  call  for  any  assistance  with  their  absentee  ballots.  If  a 
voter  expects  to  be  out  of  town  on  any  election  he  may  vote  in  our  office 
ahead  of  time  or  we  can  mail  a  ballot  to  them  upon  request. 

We  encourage  new  residents  to  come  into  our  office  and  register  on 
the  census.  That  way  we  can  keep  an  accurate  up  to  date  count  of  how 
many  year  round  residents  we  have.  We  are  required  by  Massachusetts 
Law  to  report  residency  figures  to  the  State  so  it  is  very  important  that  all 
new  residents  report  to  us.  If  anyone  is  unable  to  come  in  they  can  call 
and  we  can  do  a  census  over  the  phone  or  a  registrar  will  be  happy  to  visit 
their  home. 

Our  office  is  located  with  the  Town  Clerk  in  the  building  next  to  the 
Town  Hall.  We  encourage  you  to  come  In  or  call  us  at  any  time  for  any 
help  regarding  the  census  or  voting.  Our  telephone  number  is  255-0338, 
Ext.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Eastham  Conservation  Comnnission  is  composed  of  seven  volun- 
teer members  who  are  appointed  by  the  selectmen.  The  Commission's 
primary  responsibility  is  the  continuing  protection  of  Eastham's  wetland  re- 
source areas  through  the  interpretation,  administration  and  enforcement  of 
the  State  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (MGL  131,  sec.40),  the  State  Wetlands 
Restriction  Acts  (MGL  130,  sec.  105  and  MGL  131,  sec.  40A)  and  the 
Eastham  Wetlands  protection  By-law  as  revised  by  Town  Meeting  in  May, 
1990.  In  1991  the  commission  held  78  public  hearings  for  applicants  who 
proposed  construction  or  other  work  on  or  near  wetlands  and  issued  certifi- 
cates of  compliance,  extensions,  and  enforcement  orders  as  applicable. 
The  commission  holds  public  hearings  on  alternate  Tuesday  evenings. 
Each  hearing  is  preceded  by  an  on-site  inspection  by  commissioners  who 
walk  the  property  and  view  the  location  and  extent  of  the  proposed  work. 

Members  of  the  commission  have  continued  their  education  by  attend- 
ing workshops  and  informational  gatherings  such  as  those  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Cape  Cod  Cooperative 
Extension,  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions, 
etc.  The  commissioners  have  acted  by  writing  letters,  telephoning  or  at- 
tending meetings  in  regard  to  many  conservation  issues  such  as  the  use 
of  pesticides  and  fertilizers  on  lawns,  groundwater  monitoring,  proposed 
revisions  to  Title  V,  etc.  A  review  of  the  monitoring  reports  showing 
changes  in  the  profile  of  the  eastern  bay  coast  from  Herring  River  to 
Hatches  Creek  is  being  conducted. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  enjoy  an  active  working 
relationship  with  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  as  well  as  with  towns  in 
the  area.  Members  of  the  commission  serve  on  the  Local  Comprehensive 
Planning  Committee  of  the  Cape  Cod  Commission  and  attend  meetings  of 
the  Eastham  Forum  and  town  boards  as  needed. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  remind  property  owners  that  gifts  of  land 
for  conservation  and/or  recreation  would  be  most  gratefully  received. 
Please  contact  the  Natural  Resources  Officer  or  the  Conservation  commis- 
sion office  for  additional  information.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


As  it  has  in  the  past,  the  Council  in  1992  continued  to  provide  a  variety 
of  services  and  programs  to  the  senior  population  of  Eastham,  including 
health  screening,  education,  social  and  recreation.  A  new  service  has  been 
established  at  the  Senior  Center  to  provide  medical  transportation.  This 
service,  while  part  of  a  larger  regional  "Small  Cities"  grant,  is  operated 
from  space  provided  at  the  Senior  Center. 

In  December,  the  Council  again  invited  the  fifth  grade  pupils  of  the 
Eastham  elementary  school  to  a  Christmas  program  and  luncheon  with  the 
congregate  lunch  group.  This  has  become  an  annual  event. 

The  Adult  Day  Care  program  continues  to  offer  a  vital  service  to  the 
community.  The  clients  engage  in  healthful  activities  at  the  Center  as  well 
as  taking  frequent  excursions  for  shopping  and  recreation. 

A  review  of  all  programs  and  services  offered  by  the  Council  in  1992 
show  that  over  1300  different  people  participated.  Of  these,  59%  were 
women  and  41%  were  men.  Health  services  were  by  far  the  most  utilized, 
over  900  seniors  participating.  At  the  congregate  lunch  program  over  4800 
meals  were  served. 

Looking  forward  to  the  future,  the  Council  will  continue  to  plan  to  en- 
hance services  for  the  elderly,  ever  mindful  of  budgetary  constrictions. 


EASTHAM  CULTURAL  COUNCIL 

The  Eastham  Cultural  Council  (formerly  the  Eastham  Arts  Lottery 
Council)  was  able  to  fund  five  grants  in  Feb.  1992.  The  five  grants  shared 
the  $1 ,621 .00  which  the  Eastham  Cultural  Council  had  to  allocate. 

The  Academy  of  Performing  Arts  was  able  to  bring  a  production 
"Dancers  as  Artists  and  Athletes"  to  Eastham  Elementary  School. 

Creating  Kinship  with  Dancers  and  Singers  of  the  Wampanoag  Indian 
Nation  was  presented  at  Windmill  Weekend  . 

The  Kennedy  Donovan  Center  will  be  involving  a  few  of  it's  clients  in  a 
project  working  with  a  local  artist . 

SPCC  -  The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  will  be 
working  with  High  School  students  to  bring  a  production  to  the  Elementary 
School  called  "Safety  Kids". 

The  Eastham  Parents  Group  was  able  to  bring  grades  1  and  2  to  a 
production  of  the  Academy  of  Performing  Arts  "The  Nutcracker". 

The  funding  cycle  which  will  bring  the  arts  to  Eastham  for  1 993  is  now 
well  underway.

At  this  writing  (February)  a  five  day  testing  produced  water  with 
low  iron  levels.  It  is  hoped  that  soon  we  will  have  a  designed  system  and 
bid  it  out.  The  goal  is  for  our  water  system  to  be  completed  as  soon  as 
possible  . 

Meanwhile,  education  is  continuing  full  tilt,  and  the  students  are  also 
involved  in  various  activities  including  the  Senior  Citizen  and  Fifth  Grade 
Geography  Bee,  Concerts  and  cultural  assemblies. 

With  the  resignation  of  School  Committee  member  Ed  MacPartland, 
we  welcomed  back  Ed  Murphy  who  will  fill  out  the  term  that  expires  in 
May. 

The  Committee  thanks  Principal  Dan  Shay  and  the  whole  school  staff 
for  their  teaching  and  caring  for  the  children,  and  to  all  Eastham  citizens 
for  their  staunch  support  for  our  school.

Eastham  Elementary  School  continues  to  provide  quality  education  for 
our  students — preschool  through  grade  five.  I  ann  pleased  that  the  educa- 
tion of  our  young  citizens  is  consistently  supported  by  the  town. 

During  the  summer  of  1992,  we  welcomed  new  personnel  to  our  build- 
ing: Mrs  .  Tracy  Deegan,  Grade  3;  Mrs.  Lorna  Shirer,  School  Nurse;  Miss 
Susan  Caldwell,  Special  Education;  Mrs.  Barbara  Bemis,  Mrs.  Ann 
Sandstrom,  Mrs.  Susan  Sanderson,  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Greene,  paraprofes- 
sionals;  and  Mr.  Fred  Jones,  Maintenance. 

The  student  enrollment  slowly  increases,  and  our  current  student  pop- 
ulation is  349  students.  The  school  utilizes  every  bit  of  space,  and  the 
present  Building  Committee,  chaired  by  Mrs.  Linda  Burt,  is  studying  solu- 
tions to  this  situation.  Finding  a  quality  water  source  for  drinking  water  still 
eludes  us  as  of  this  writing. 

Several  Federal  and  State  Grants,  authored  by  Mrs.  Alice  Boyd  as  a 
function  of  our  Early  Childhood  Education  Committtee  (ECEC),  provided  us 
with  sources  of  revenue  badly  needed  by  the  ECEC  program.  This  pre- 
school, headed  by  Mrs.  Kate  Berg,  meets  daily  in  our  school  cafeteria.  Our 
Afterschool  program  and  Summer  Club,  chaired  by  Mrs.  Christine  Sieger, 
were  very  successful  for  50  enrolled  children. 

Schools  cannot  succeed  without  the  involvement  of  parents.  Our  Par- 
ents Group  is  chaired  by  Mrs.  Audrey  McPartland,  along  with  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Ellen  Covell,  and  Secretary,  Mrs.  Marilyn  Kinnane.  Many  family  ori- 
ented activities  and  fund  raisers  are  coordinated  by  parents.  The  school 
newsletter.  The  Voice,  is  published  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Lois  Burt. 

The  curriculum  for  our  students  are  reviewed  on  a  5  year  cycle.  This 
past  year  Library  Science  and  Student  Assessment  were  updated  at  the 
elementary  level.  The  staff  worked  on  School  Climate  expectations  .  The 
standards  of  the  State  Curriculum  Assessment  results  also  were  reviewed. 
Inservlce  education  took  place  in  the  areas  of  Effective  Teaching,  and  the 
Inclusion  philosophy. 

Our  outreach  program  to  the  Eastham  Council  on  Aging  center  contin- 
ues to  be  a  highlight  for  the  students.  It  includes  a  festival  of  holiday 
songs,  senior  readers  in  our  classrooms,  and  senior  volunteers  for  various 
events  in  our  school.  The  "Spelling  Bee"  continues  to  be  top  quality! 

Lastly,  I  want  to  recognize  the  teachers  and  staff  here  at  Eastham 
Elementary  School  who  excel  in  holding  high  the  mission  of  our  school, 
"All  Children  Can  Learn  Successfully."

3)  Seeking  town  purchase  of  a  buildable  site  for  public  housing,  we 
initiated  a  Request  for  Proposals  to  prospective  sellers  in  anticipation  of 
voter  approval  and  Farm  Home  Loan  Agency  subsequent  funding.  The 
response  to  the  RFP  is  for  February  19,  1993. 

Members  of  the  Housing  Authority  have  participated  in  committees  and 
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commissions  supporting  human  services  and  workshops  and  other  leam- 
ing  opportunities  affecting  the  implementation  of  affordable  housing  pro- 
grams.

HARBORMASTER 


This  year  saw  the  dredging  of  Rock  Harbor  for  the  first  time  since 
1978.  While  the  work  was  desperately  needed  to  provide  safe  passage  at 
low  tide  within  the  harbor,  the  actual  operation  was  delayed  due  to  the 
amount  and  type  of  material  encountered  by  the  dredge.  Logistics  involved 
with  accommodating  the  various  vessels  were  complex,  and  the  project 
was  not  complete  until  very  near  the  end  of  the  summer.  Several  new 
pilings  were  installed  together  with  a  new  A-frame  at  the  end  of  the  docks. 
Dredge  spoil  was  graded  and  replanted  over  a  period  of  months  as  the 
water  drained  out;  completion  of  that  aspect  of  the  project  is  anticipated  in 
early  1993. 

Mooring  permits  for  vessels  in  other  areas  of  the  town  waters  contin- 
ues to  be  of  benefit  to  boaters  in  the  rapid  identification  of  owners  in  the 
event  of  a  grounding  or  other  problems. 

We  continue  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  expanded  dockage  facilities 
at  Rock  Harbor.  Many  thanks  to  those  who  have  helped  us  during  the 
year.

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HIGHWAY  GARAGE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


This  will  be  the  final  report  of  this  committee  as  it  will  cease  to  exist  by 
the  end  of  January,  1993.  The  DPW/NRD  building  is  now  completed,  fully 
operational,  and  furnished  with  all  necessary  and  required  equipment. 

The  last  nine  months  of  1992  were  pretty  much  inactive,  but  from  Jan- 
uary through  March  there  was  considerable  energy  expended  in  the  pro- 
cess of  purchasing  an  emergency  stand-by  generator  set.  The  low  bidder 
was  W.  A.  Kraft  Corp.  for  a  Kohler  model  30R0ZJ  using  diesel  fuel.  The 
generator  was  received  on  February  3,  1992. 

The  DPW/NRD  building  now  has  a  completely  automatic  generator, 
and  with  the  installation  of  an  exercise  clock,  the  generator  automatically 
starts  at  a  set  time,  once  a  week,  and  runs  for  30  minutes  under  full  load. 

Being  on  this  committee  has  been  an  extremely  rewarding  experience 
and  we  want  to  express  our  profound  gratitude  to  all  the  people  that  made 
this  new  complex  from  a  "dream"  to  a  "reality."

The  duties  of  the  Board  include  general  support  and  advice  to  the 
Supervisor  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  may  be  appro- 
priate and  as  indicated  below: 

To  work  closely  with  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Works  and  provide  guid- 
ance and  support  in  the  development  of  annual  budgets  and  five  year 
capital  outlay  plans. 

To  determine  the  need  for  roadway  construction/repair  and  mainte- 
nance work. 

To  assist  in  the  review  and  evaluation  of  private  roads  as  requested  by 
the  Planning  Board,  that  are  being  petitioned  in  accordnace  with  by-law 
procedures,  for  acceptance  as  Town  roads. 

To  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Highway  Surveyors  and 
Public  Works  with  other  Boards  and  Committees  such  as  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Recycling  Committee. 

To  monitor  state,  federal  and  county  regulations,  directives  etc.  and 
recommend  appropriate  actions  relative  thereto. 

The  Board  also  serves  as  the  cemetary  commissioner,  tree  warden, 
park  commissioner,  and  moth  superintendent. 

Current  projects  under  design  and  nearing  completion  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

1 .  The  relocation  of  Nauset  light  beach  road,  due  to  severe  erosion. 

2.  Re-surfacing  of  Samoset  and  McKoy  roads. 

3.  Re-surfacing  a  section  of  Nauset  road  from  Route  6  to  Railroad 
avenue. 

4.  Reconstruction  and  realignment  of  a  portion  of  Herring  Brook  road, 
in  the  area  of  Herring  Pond. 

5.  fy/Iiscellaneous  drainage  improvements. 

6.  Bridge  Road  bridge  repairs. 

The  Board  looks  forward  to  continuing  our  amiable  relationship  with 
the  Town  Administrator,  Selectmen,  and  DPW  Supervisor,  and  above  all, 
to  serving  the  citizens  of  Eastham  to  the  best  of  our  abilities. 

We  also  want  to  thank  the  men  in  the  DPW  for  their  skills  and  dedica- 
tion in  the  performance  of  their  arduous  duties.  We  salute  them.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Eastham  Historical  Commission  was  reconstituted  on  April  22, 
1992  with  the  appointment  of  seven  new  members  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  Tuesday,  June  7,  1992  in  the  Eastham 
Public  Library.  The  regular  meeting  time  was  established  as  the  first  Tues- 
day of  each  month  at  7:30  p.  m.  in  the  Library. 

The  Commission  met  seven  times  in  1992.  The  primary  agenda  of  the 
Commission  is  assistance  to  the  Local  Long  Range  Comprehensive  Plan- 
ning Committee  in  the  completion  of  an  Historic  Preservation  Plan. 

Immediate  contact  was  made  with  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Com- 
mission to  obtain  publications  and  procedural  advice.  Demolition  Delay  and 
Scenic  Road  By-Laws  have  been  drafted.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Eastham  Historical  Society  a  comprehensive  house  survey  is  continuing.  It 
is  hoped  this  survey  can  be  completed  in  1993  with  the  assistance  of  an 
historical  preservation  consultant.

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EASTHAM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Eastham  Public  Library  continues  to  provide  quality  service  for  our 
many  patrons  -  a  task  that  has  become  increasingly  challenging  as  we 
face  a  growing  circulation  with  a  staff  and  funding  that  remain  essentially 
constant.  Fortunately,  twenty  volunteers  donate  more  than  70  hours  of 
their  time  to  staffing  the  library  the  equivalent  of  two  full  time  positions. 
They  handle  much  of  the  computer  work,  which  involves  payroll,  expendi- 
tures, inter-library  loans,  and  electronic  purchasing.  (Eighty  percent  of  ail 
purchasing  is  now  done  electronically!)  In  addition,  they  keep  the  periodi- 
cals in  order,  supervise  the  children's  area,  and  oversee  the  main  circula- 
tion desk  where  books  and  other  materials  are  checked  in  and  out,  re- 
serves are  taken,  renewals  are  made,  inter-library  loan  requests  are  pro- 
cessed, and  questions  regarding  reference  materials  are  answered.  With- 
out the  help  of  these  people  who  give  so  much  of  themselves,  the  library 
could  not  operate. 

In  addition  to  the  volunteers,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Eastham  Public  Library.  The  Friends  are  our  unsung  heroes  in  the  library's 
struggle  to  meet  community  needs  and  maintain  a  high  level  of  service. 
During  the  course  of  1992  they: 

•  Contributed  $2309  to  the  town.  This  money,  together  with  funds 
from  trustee  endowments,  enabled  the  library  to  maintain  funding 
at  the  level  required  for  accreditation  and  state  aid. 

•  Purchased  a  new  set  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  at  a  cost  of 
$1200. 

•  Bought  a  new  copier  to  replace  an  ailing  earlier  model. 

•  Purchased  an  answering  phone  to  respond  to  callers  when  the 
library  is  not  open. 

•  Planted  trees  and  placed  plaques  nearby  in  memory  of  several 
people  who  had  made  significant  contributions  to  the  library. 

•  Provided  an  additional  $500  for  garden  plants  and  another  tree. 

•  Bought  and  built  a  "Little  Tykes"  workbench  for  the  children's 
room. 

•  Held  the  annual  Book  &  Bake  Sale  early  in  July  to  raise  money  for 
books. 

•  Provided  $2,000  for  children's  books  and  $1 ,000  for  videos. 

•  Funded  the  children's  summer  programs. 

•  Prepared  and  purchased  postcards  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
library. 

•  Prepared  and  had  printed  2,000  brochures  providing  information 
about  the  library  and  the  Friends. 

•  Operated  a  booth  during  Windmill  Weekend  at  which  library  items 
and  raffle  tickets  were  sold.  The  drawing  for  a  quilt  for  which  the 
tickets  were  sold  was  held  in  the  library  at  the  annual  Carol  Sing  in 
December. 

Some  other  library  highlights  that  took  place  in  1992  included: 
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•  The  Wednesday  morning  story  hour. 

•  A  baby  sitting  class  for  11-14  year  olds. 

•  The  rotating  art  exhibit. 

•  The  acquisition  of  Value-Line  for  reference  purposes. 

A  planning  committee  made  up  of  trustees,  staff  and  Friends  was  es- 
tablished to  evaluate  the  library  and  set  goals  for  the  future.  Its  report  will 
be  available  by  mid  1993. 

The  library's  growing  service  to  the  community  is  reflected  in  the  1992 
circulation  of  80,314,  which  is  an  18.6%  increase  over  1991.  At  an  annual 
per  volume  cost  of  $20,  the  Library  saved  the  citizens  $1 ,600,000.

PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


This  past  year  the  Local  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee  com- 
pleted the  inventory  of  the  town  of  Eastham.  We  divided  the  task  into 
seven  categories:  LAND  USE,  NATURAL  RESOURCES,  ECONOMIC  DE- 
VELOPMENT, COMMUNITY  FACILITIES,  AFFORDABLE  HOUSING, 
OPEN  SPACE  and  HISTORIC  PRESERVATION  to  insure  that  all  ele- 
ments of  the  town  were  researched.  With  this  information  we  will  be  able 
to  identify  some  of  the  potential  problems  that  will  face  our  town  not  only  in 
the  near  future  but  for  many  years  to  come.  We  are  now  using  several 
different  resources  to  gather  information  to  formulate  the  vision  for  our  long 
range  plan.  The  most  important  resource  being  public  input.  This  will  be 
accomplished  through  many  public  hearings,  and  meetings  with  other  town 
officials,  dealing  with  the  seven  categories.  With  the  technical  data  from 
the  Cape  Cod  Commission  and  public  input  we  intend  to  complete  the  plan 
for  presentation  to  town  meeting  in  1995.  We  look  fonA/ard  to  hearing  from 
all  residents  of  the  Town  of  Eastham,  because  any  decisions  made  today 
will  impact  the  quality  of  the  living  and  financial  standard  of  our  town

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NATURAL  RESOURCES  DEPARTMENT 


An  unusually  cool  summer  characterized  this  year's  weather,  but  fears 
of  an  equally  frigid  winter  did  not  prevail.  Dust  from  the  Philippine  volcano 
Mt.  Pinatubo  affected  the  weather  patterns  during  the  summer  months  but 
did  not  have  the  same  cooling  effect  during  the  winter,  and  another  con- 
secutive winter  with  minimal  snow  has  been  experienced. 

A  second  major  storm  occurred  in  December  with  sustained  winds  of 
over  60  mph  for  three  days.  The  storm  coincided  with  high  course  tides, 
and  the  results  were  flooding  conditions  similar  to  the  extra  tropical  hurri- 
cane of  1991  although  not  as  severe.  Several  marine  mammals  stranded 
during  the  storm,  including  two  deep  water  bottlenose  dolphins  —  a  spe- 
cies not  previously  seen  on  Cape  beaches.  The  strandings  were  appar- 
ently storm  related  and  are  not  considered  as  mass  stranding  events. 

A  more  permanent  change  associated  with  the  storm  was  the  creation 
of  a  second  inlet  to  Nauset  Marsh.  This  new  inlet  has  grown  in  width  as 
well  as  depth  in  a  few  weeks  and  appears  to  be  the  major  source  of  tidal 
exchange.  As  this  continues,  it  is  expected  that  the  old  inlet  will  shoal  and 
become  sealed  off. 

The  mild  winter  conditions  allowed  fishermen  to  harvest  a  Bay  Scallop 
crop  from  the  waters  of  Cape  Cod  Bay  which  was  discovered  in  the  clos- 
ing months  of  the  previous  season,  and  continued  through  the  1992  sea- 
son. Nearly  one  thousand  bushels  were  harvested  during  the  two  seasons. 
The  bountiful  harvest  in  the  Bay  was  in  contrast  to  minimal  harvest  from 
the  waters  of  Town  Cove.  Seed  evident  during  the  previous  year  did  not 
survive  the  winter  months,  and  little  is  observed  for  next  season. 

The  soft  shell  clam  harvest  was  bountiful,  especially  in  remote  areas  of 
Nauset  Marsh,  and  commercial  quantities  were  harvested  throughout  the 
summer  months.  Elsewhere,  quahog  and  mussel  harvest  was  sustained  as 
well.  We  are  still  awaiting  the  availability  of  disease  free  oysters  for  relay. 

The  hatchery  program  produced  several  hundred  thousand  seed  qua- 
hogs  for  transplant  throughout  the  town,  and  the  starfish  population  was 
diminished.  Mussels  set  in  remote  areas  were  transplanted  to  areas  for 
growout  in  areas  more  easily  accessible. 

The  number  of  shellfish  permits  issued  increased  slightly  with  a  total  of 
2020  issued  as  follows:  44%  to  residents  and  taxpayers;  17%  issued  to 
tenants  or  families  renting  property;  3%  to  non-tenants;  30%  were  issued 
free  to  residents  and  taxpayers  over  65  years  of  age,  and  6%  were  issued 
to  commercial  fishermen. 

Osprey  nesting  platforms  destroyed  during  the  previous  winter  were 
replaced  together  with  an  additional  one  in  the  Bee's  River  marsh  near 
First  Encounter  Beach.  All  three  sites  had  nesting  pairs  investigate  within  a 
short  period  of  time,  although  no  juveniles  were  raised  this  year. 

We  again  thank  all  those  people  and  agencies  who  have  helped  our 
department  during  the  year.

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NAUSET  MARSH/TOWN  COVE 
ACEC  COMMITTEE 


The  Orleana/Easthem  Nauset  Marsh/Town  Cove  committee  continued 
its  work  in  1992  with  four  members  from  Eastham  and  five  members  from 
Orleans  and  assistance  from  Eastham  Town  Planner  Welter  Stratton, 
Sandy  MacFarland  and  Pam  Rubinoff,  CZM  Management  Representative. 
The  Committee  completed  two  important  projects.  The  main  one  was  to 
have  the  mapping  of  Town  Cove  completed  by  the  Harbor  Campus  of  U. 
Mass.  These  maps  were  presented  to  the  two  towns,  and  consisted  of  a 
Base  Map  and  four  Mylar  overlays  showing  the  main  physical  composition 
of  the  Town  Cove:  1)  Natural  Resources  and  Wildlife;  2)  Shellfish  beds;  3) 
Docks  and  Piers;  and  4)  Drainage  runoff  pipes  from  the  center  of  Orleens 
to  a  point  on  Route  6  in  Eastham  above  the  entrance  to  Cape  Cod  Na- 
tional Seashore.  On  February  24,  1992  the  seven  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee who  were  present  voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  contract  to  do 
the  above  noted  work. 

The  other  project  was  the  distribution  of  an  Environmental  Handbook 
prepared  by  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  which  Pam  Rubinoff  obtained  for 
the  Committee.  Truman  Henson  arranged  with  Thompson's  Printing  to 
have  the  Committee's  name  printed  on  the  booklet  and  it  was  distributed 
to  all  elementary  school  children  in  the  two  towns  and  the  middle  school 
pupils.  750  additional  copies  were  distributed  to  the  two  towns  to  be 
passed  out  to  residents  and  renters  when  they  purchased  beach/dump  and 
mooring  stickers. 

Three  members  attended  a  workshop  on  May  22,  1992  co-sponsored 
by  CZM  and  Harbor  Campus  which  was  very  informative  on  how  to  get 
management  plans  in  place.  Wednesday,  April  8,  1992  members  of  the 
Committee  met  with  Orleans  Selectmen  to  talk  about  the  Committee's 
progress. 

May  10,  1992  three  members  of  the  Committee  presented  a  program 
at  the  Chapel  in  the  Pines  displaying  the  maps  and  explaining  their  impor- 
tance. On  May  21,  1992  Sandy  MacFarlane  presented  a  program  about 
her  work  in  Orleans  and  on  June  16,  1992,  Pam  Rubinoff  spoke  about  the 
next  steps  for  a  management  plan. 

A  problem  developed  with  regard  to  attendance  of  members  -  how  to 
get  enough  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Neither  of  the  two  above  mentioned 
meetings  had  a  quorum  -  so  no  business  could  be  conducted.  The  last 
meeting  with  a  quorum  was  April  14,  1992,  although  the  Committee  met 
10  times,  including  July  24,  the  last  meeting  in  1992.

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OLD  TOWN  CENTRE  HISTORIC 
DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  had  a  fairly  active  year  with  applications  for  Certifi- 
cates of  Appropriateness,  such  as  the  addition  of  a  conservatory  on  the 
Captain  Savage  House,  and  multiple  renovations  to  the  Knowles  Doane 
House.  Other  applications  included  several  for  Certificates  of  Non-applica- 
bility; repair  of  a  roof  using  the  same  roof  materials  on  the  Philander  Shaw 
House;  erection  of  a  small  section  of  stockade  fencing  along  Rte.  6  of  the 
Old  Town  Hall,  and  a  request  to  vinyl  side  the  motel  unit  at  the  Lobster 
Shanty  Restaurant.  There  was  a  problem  with  the  application  for  an  aw- 
ning to  be  erected  at  the  above  mentioned  Restaurant,  but  it  was  resolved 
by  the  applicant  withdrawing  his  request  due  to  lack  of  information  per  the 
Appeals  Board. 

One  of  the  more  rewarding  functions  of  the  Commission  was  in  helping 
to  deny  the  request  to  run  an  Art  Gallery  and  Workshop  in  the  Bertha 
Keefe  House.  The  applicant  wanted  to  use  more  than  thirty  square  feet  for 
the  business  and  creating  a  parking  lot  for  ten  cars.  This  was  definitely  a 
commercial  venture.  This  would  have  been  inappropriate  in  this  residential 
area  within  the  Historic  District.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Eastham  Planning  Board  met  fourteen  times  in  1992.  Thirteen  Ap- 
proval Not  Required  plans  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board:  endorse- 
ment of  one  was  denied  because  of  lot  size.  Three  involving  equal  land 
exchanges;  one  involving  an  unequal  land  swap,  three  dividing  large  par- 
cels into  two  lots;  four  taking  two  or  more  lots  and  creating  one  large  lot 
and  one  resigning  a  previously  approved  plan  were  all  endorsed. 

Public  Hearings  were  held  for  two  subdivision  plans.  One  subdivision 
created  a  four-lot  subdivision  but  which  added  only  one  buildable  lot.  The 
second  subdivision  was  a  two-lot  subdivision  which  had  previously  been 
approved  for  six  half-acre  lots.  Both  subdivisions  were  approved. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  for  a  requested  road  name  change  which 
was  approved  after  the  Public  Hearing. 

There  were  three  notifications  of  road  construction  being  commenced 
for  previously  approved  subdivisions. 

Two  petitions  for  road  acceptance  by  the  Town  were  received,  pro- 
cessed by  the  Planning  Board  and  reported  to  the  Selectmen. 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  April  9,  1992  for  public  comment  on  the 
Zoning  Articles  the  Planning  Board  wished  to  present  to  Town  fleeting. 
Most  of  these  were  passed  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General.  One  amendment  added  a  definition  of  DEMOLITION  to  the  Defi- 
nition Section  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws;  another  added  restrictions  regarding 
the  conversion  of  cottage  colonies.  Of  particular  significance  was  a  new 
definition  under  SECTION  IX  Intensity  Regulations  of  a  buildable  lot.  This 
new  definition  expands  the  definition  so  that  a  large  parcel  may  be  one 
building  lot. 

At  a  Public  Hearing  September  17,  1992  changes  in  Planning  Board 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  discussed.  After  the  Hearing  closed  the  Plan- 
ning Board  voted  to  incorporate  these  into  the  working  regulations.  All  local 
engineers  were  notified  as  well  as  the  County  and  State  officials. 

The  Planning  Board  was  pleased  to  welcome  tv;o  new  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  under  the  new  Town  Charter  -  Mr.  Thomas 
Brady  and  Mr.  Joseph  Cleary.  Mr.  Frank  Salomone  who  had  previously 
been  elected  five  years  ago  was  appointed  to  serve  another  term. 

Jim  Badera  and  Town  Planner  Walter  Stratton  represent  the  Planning 
Board  on  the  Eastham  Long  Range  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee. 

The  Planning  Board  had  a  busy  year  with  at  least  six  informal  discus- 
sions at  the  regular  meetings  with  Town's  people  regarding  planning  mat- 
ters.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


One  of  the  primary  responsibilities  of  police  officers  in  the  Town  of 
Eastham  is  to  pronnote  and  provide  for  safe  streets  and  highways.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  in  1992  through  traffic  enforcement  and  Highway 
Safety  Grants  we  were  able  to  reduce  the  number  of  major  accidents  from 
121  to  105.  This  is  a  significant  reduction  and  we  would  like  to  reduce  or 
maintain  this  level.  Major  accidents  are  defined  as  any  accident  with  per- 
sonal injury  or  property  damage  in  excess  of  $1,000.  This  represents  a 
reduction  of  63  accidents  since  1987. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  we  were  forming  an  Auxiliary  Officer  Program 
staffed  by  volunteers  to  help  the  department  perform  it's  functions  in  the 
community.  We  would  urge  citizens  who  wish  to  be  a  part  of  this  function 
to  please  come  in  and  speak  with  me  to  find  out  about  the  program.  There 
are  only  a  few  active  members  and  the  Town  could  use  your  help.

Following  approval  at 
town  meeting  the  committee  undertook  the  project  of  expanding  the  pres- 
ent little  league  field  behind  town  hall  into  a  recreation  area  with  a  baseball 
diamond,  softball  diamond  and  soccer  field.  The  committee  helped  orga- 
nize the  "Friends  of  Recreation"  and  together  we  began  several  fund  rais- 
ing events.  The  "Friends"  also  organized  numerous  work  projects  involving 
volunteers  and  equipment  to  clear  the  field  and  begin  the  construction.  The 
"Field  of  Dreams"  concept  was  born  for  Eastham.  Donations  came  pouring 
in  and  so  far,  $19,000  has  been  raised.  Our  goal  is  to  have  both  ball  fields 
ready  for  the  1993  season. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  and  contributors  who  are  mak- 
ing the  "Field  of  Dreams"  a  reality.

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REGIONAL  TRANSPORTATION  AUTHORITY 


The  Cape  Cod  Regional  Transportation  Authority  (RTA)  was  organized 
under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  161B.  All  fifteen  Barnstable 
County  Towns  are  members.  RTA  is  given  general  responsibility  to  de- 
velop, finance  and  contract  for  operation  of  mass  transportation  facilities  in 
Barnstable  County.  RTA  is  responsible  for  establishing  routes  and  setting 
fares,  but  it  is  prohibited  by  law  from  directly  operating  any  mass  transpor- 
tation service.  It  relies  on  contracting  these  services  out  to  private  opera- 
tors. 

RTA's  activity  most  directly  affecting  Eastham  is  the  B-Bus.  Under  a 
cost-reimbursement  contract  with  a  private-owner  carrier,  Cape  Area 
Transportation  Systems,  Inc.,  demand-responsive  paratransit  service  is 
provided  in  Eastham.  This  service  is  provided  by  appointment  only  and 
trips  must  be  scheduled  24  hours  in  advance.  Trips  are  available  to  the 
general  public,  with  elderly  and  handicapped  being  given  priority. 

The  vehicles  used  in  this  service  are  owned  by  RTA.  f^ost  are 
equipped  with  wheel  chair  lifts.  The  vehicles  are  provided  to  the  operator 
as  part  of  the  operation  contract,  which  contains  strict  guidelines  for  the 
maintenance  and  care  of  these  vehicles. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1992  this  door  to  door  paratransit  service  has 
provided  for  between  9  to  12  individuals  in  Eastham  for  a  total  of  134  trips. 
This  represents  0.93  percent  of  the  total  FY92  bus  ridership.  For  this  ser- 
vice Eastham  was  assessed  $4,980.  The  extent  of  ridership  in  Eastham 
may  well  be  impacted  by  the  existence  of  two  buses  operated  by  the 
Eastham  Council  on  Aging,  which  transported  268  people  during  the  last 
year.  Also  the  Lower  Cape  Transportation  Resource,  which  operates  by 
reason  of  a  grant,  for  the  benefit  of  the  lower  cape.  This  service  in  the  last 
six  months  has  served  an  average  of  about  40  Eastham  residents  per 
month. 

Also  of  considerable  importance  is  RTA's  efforts  to  assure  fixed  route 
bus  transportation  from  Provincetown  through  Eastham  to  Hyannis,  Boston 
and  Logan  Air  Port.  At  present  RTA  provides  a  subsidy  to  Plymouth  & 
Brockton  Street  Railway  Co.,  to  aid  continuation  of  this  service. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  Eastham  residents  who  no  longer  are 
able  to  provide  their  own  transportation  by  reason  of  physical  disability  and 
loss  of  license  to  drive,  and  those  who  no  longer  chose  to  drive,  the  RTA 
services  represent  an  important  ingredient  to  maintenance  of  a  degree  of 
quality  of  life.

After  some  embarrassing  appointments,  we  had  several  dili- 
gent meetings  with  Selectman  Sparrow  and  developed  guidelines  for  the 
committee  and  Selectmen  for  the  appointment  process.  This  process  is 
working  well. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Sheila  Vanderhoef  and  espe- 
cially the  people  of  Eastham,  who  have  volunteered  to  make  Eastham  a 
better  place  to  live.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


1992  was  a  year  of  change  for  the  Nauset  Schools.  After  I  assumed 
the  Superintendency,  Richard  Bridgwood,  long  time  Brewster  Elementary 
Principal  took  over  as  Assistant  Superintendent.  A.F.  Finnell,  Nauset's 
Business  Manager  since  1980,  took  a  similar  position  in  Hingham  and  was 
replaced  by  E.  Russell  McGown,  Business  Manager  of  the  Leicester  Public 
Schools.  On  January  1,  1993,  Nauset's  only  Special  Needs  Director,  Rob- 
ert A.  Rotti,  retired  to  be  replaced  by  Maureen  Brenner,  School  Psycholo- 
gist at  Brewster.  The  departed  staff  is  much  appreciated  for  years  of  loyal 
and  excellent  service;  to  date  all  of  their  replacements  have  performed  in 
exemplary  fashion. 

Enrollment  continues  to  be  the  focus  of  much  of  our  attention  espe- 
cially at  Nauset  High  School  where  we  opened  with  769  students,  34  more 
than  anticipated.  With  our  Middle  School  building  project  completed  in 
early  1993,  we  must  turn  our  attention  to  the  High  School  which  lacks 
sufficient  space  to  accommodate  projected  enrollments  within  the  next  six 
years.  We  will  try  to  coordinate  any  building  plans  with  the  towns  financial 
needs  to  the  extent  that  this  is  possible. 

Curriculum  and  programs  remain  a  high  priority.  With  the  review  of 
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Social  Studies  to  begin  in  1993,  we  will  have  completed  the  first  update  of 
Nauset's  K-12  offerings  since  the  1970's.  Program  development  has  taken 
on  an  entrepreneurial  aspect  during  the  recession  as  new  classes  have 
had  to  show  appropriate  enrollments  to  gain  funding  and  old  programs 
have  had  to  review  staff  to  seek  new  ways  to  streamline  services.  In  many 
ways,  this  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  a  public  educator. 

Eastham  Elementary  School  continues  to  provide  a  solid  education 
under  the  leadership  of  Principal  Dan  Shay.  As  we  struggle  with  the  con- 
straints of  Proposition  2  1/2,  we  will  continue  to  attempt  to  present  a  pro- 
gram that  meets  the  needs  of  the  21st  Century,  within  the  Town's  current 
resources. 

Nauset  remains  committed  to  cooperative  relationships  with  our  mem- 
ber towns.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  reconcile  expanding  enrollment  with 
Proposition  2  1/2  restrictions,  but  we  will  seek  to  do  so  in  an  amicable, 
mutually  respectful  dialogue  with  our  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committees. 
We  appreciate  the  concern  they  have  shown  to  maintaining  strong  pro- 
grams for  all  of  our  students.

TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 


The  past  year  has  been  a  year  marked  by  radical  changes  worldwide 
and  in  this  small  corner  of  the  world  known  as  Eastham.  In  Eastham  the 
year  was  marked  by  the  adoption  and  implementation  of  a  new  form  of 
government  under  the  provisions  established  by  the  Charter.  On  January 
1,  the  Charter  took  effect  and  in  March,  I  arrived  to  take  the  role  of  the  first 
Town  Administrator  for  the  Town  of  Eastham. 

It  was  with  anticipation  that  I  arrived  and  plunged  into  the  final  FY  93 
budget  preparation.  The  knowledge,  hard  work  and  dedication  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Town  Accountant  resulted  in 
the  finalization  of  the  budget  and  a  smooth  Town  Meeting.  An  override 
election  was  necessary  to  fully  fund  the  Town's  needs  and  thanks  to  a 
committee  of  hardworking  volunteers,  all  of  the  overrides,  except  one,  was 
successful. 

As  the  dust  of  Town  meeting  settled  and  the  new  budget  year  began, 
two  things  became  immediately  clear.  One  that  the  Town  Hall  staff  were 
hard  working  individuals  operating  under  adverse  conditions  created  by 
limited  staff  and  secondly,  the  physical  condition  of  Town  Hall  and  the 
equipment  were  limiting  the  efficiency  of  staff.  The  citizens  of  the  Town,  in 
response  to  my  request,  have  formed  a  group  called  the  "Friends  of  Town 
Hall".  These  friends  stand  by  ready  to  assist  with  telephones,  tax  bill  mail- 
ings and  a  range  of  other  clerical  tasks.  Their  help  has  been  invaluable. 
The  "Friends"  will,  I  hope  continue  to  grow  and  help  me  and  my  staff  as 
we  identify  and  address  issues  in  the  upcoming  year. 

The  upcoming  year  will  provide  some  critical  challenges.  Special  atten- 
tion will  have  to  be  paid  to  the  landfill  closure,  capital  equipment  needs  of 
the  Town,  building  maintenance  issues  for  the  Town  Hall  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  overall  staffing  needs.  All  of  these  issues  must  be  addressed 
within  the  confines  of  restrictive  cash  flow  due  to  the  economy  and  a  high 
debt  ratio.  With  the  continued  support  of  the  staff  and  the  community, 
progress  will  be  made  on  all  these  issues  in  the  upcoming  year.  To  the 
townspeople  of  Eastham  I  offer  a  special  thanks  for  their  support,  so  vital 
to  any  process  and  especially  to  change.  Thanks  to  the  staff  who  have 
been  cooperative,  supportive,  and  patient.  And  finally  a  special  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  have  been  more  than  patient,  supportive  and 
cooperative,  they  have  also  been  kind.

WATER  RESOURCES  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


During  the  past  year  the  Water  Resources  Advisory  Committee  has 
focused  on  ground  water  management  objectives  for  the  town.  These 
water  management  objectives,  outlined  below,  are  being  used  with  both 
the  Local  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee's  Local  Policy  Plan  and  in 
ground  water  management  planning  discussions  with  representatives  from 
lower  cape  towns  (Lower  Cape  Aquifer  Management  Planning  —  LCAMP). 

GROUND  WATER  MANAGEMENT  OBJECTIVES 
FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  EASTHAM 

Any  ground  water  management  plan  for  the  Lower  Cape  must  be 
based  on  the  character  of  the  aquifer  on  the  lower  cape.  The  singular 
character  of  the  several  hydrologically  separate  lenses  on  the  Lower  Cape 
require  that  individual  management  plans  be  developed  for  each  lens.  For 
example  the  Town  of  Eastham  wishes  to  develop  a  ground  water  manage- 
ment plan  in  concert  with  the  Town  of  Wellfleet  for  the  Nauset  lens  which 
is  shared  by  both  towns.  Such  Aquifer  Lens  Management  Plans  could  be 
based  on  the  'Truro-Provincetown  Aquifer  Assessment  and  Groundwater 
Protection  Plan"  prepared  for  those  towns  by  CCPEDC  in  1989,  and  de- 
velop similar  types  oif  information. 

A  good  water  supply  is  essential  for  the  town  of  Eastham.  The  Water 
Resources  Advisory  Committee  believes  that  the  best  groundwater  man- 
agement strategy  is  one  which  will  protect  the  resource.  It  is  easier  and 
less  expensive  to  prevent  contaminants  from  reaching  critical  groundwater 
supplies  than  to  clean  a  polluted  water  supply. 
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The  current  system  of  on-site  water  supply  wells  and  sewage  disposal 
should  be  maintained  as  long  as  possible,  however,  prudence  requires  that 
the  practicality  and  financial  feasibility  of  both  town-wide  and  limited  public 
water  supply  and/or  municipal  sewage  treatment  systems  should  be  ex- 
plored. 

The  quantity  and  the  quality  of  potable  water  available  should  be  de- 
termined including: 

(a)  Planning  and  implementation  of  a  well  water  quality  sampling  pro- 
gram throughout  the  town,  continued  monitoring,  and  development 
of  water  quality  parameters 

(b)  Development  and  maintenance  of  a  water  quality  data  base  com- 
patible with  the  Cape  Cod  Commission  Geographic  Information 
System  data  plotting. 

(c)  Hydrogeological  studies  in  vulnerable  areas  of  the  town,  such  as 
the  landfill  area,  the  Brackett  Rd.  and  State  Highway  area  as  well 
as  known  and  potential  hazardous  and  toxic  material  release  sites. 

(d)  Definition  of  potential  sources  of  groundwater  contamination.  When 
such  contamination  is  found,  determine  its  extent  and  propose  re- 
mediation programs.  Contaminants  of  concern  include  bacteria,  vi- 
ruses, nitrates,  sea  water,  hydrocarbons,  volatile  organic  com- 
pounds, and  hazardous  and  toxic  substances. 

By-laws,  zoning  and  Board  of  Health  regulations  which  protect  the 
ground  water  resources  of  the  town  should  be  developed.  Objectives  to  be 
considered  should  include:  public  water  supply  "zones  of  contribution",  mu- 
nicipal well  field  zoning  districts,  nitrate  loading  overlay  districts  in  densely 
populated  and/or  vulnerable  areas,  and  underground  storage  tanks  prob- 
lems and  effects. 

Regulations  for  private  water  supply  wells  should  be  promulgated  by 
the  Board  of  Health  as  soon  as  possible  as  recommended  in  the  "Final 
Report"  of  the  Cape  Cod  Aquifer  Management  Project  (CCAMP).  As 
growth  in  the  town  continues  such  ground  water  management  plans  would 
help  ensure  that  wells  are  properly  sited  and  installed  in  such  a  way  as  to 
minimize  the  likelihood  of  contamination,  that  minimum  water  quality  stan- 
dards are  established  and  that  water  quality  information  will  be  generated 
for  a  water  quality  data  base. 

Additional  sewage  disposal  planning  is  needed  to  include  alternatives 
to  the  current  'Title  V"  design  systems,  while  ensuring  that  such  alterna- 
tives are  legally  permissible  in  Eastham  and  are  approved  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  and  the  Eastham 
Board  of  Health. 

The  impact  of  private  "package"  sewage  treatment  plant  on  ground 
water  quality  as  well  as  the  accountability  for  operation  and  maintenance 
should  be  determined.

However,  certain  circum- 
stances may  warrant  immediate  disciplinary  action  or  dismissal 
when  it  is  considered  by  the  Department  Head  and  Town  Adminis- 
trator. Any  employee  so  disciplined  may  appeal  in  accordance  with 
established  grievance  procedures. 

1 .3.3  Sexual  Harassment  —  The  Town  will  not  tolerate  conduct  on 
the  part  of  any  employee  including  management  personnel  in- 
volving unwelcome  sexual  advances  or  other  verbal  or  physi- 
cal or  conduct  of  a  sexual  nature  which  interferes  with  an- 
other employee's  work,  performance,  well  being,  or  creates  a 
hostile  or  offensive  environment.  Any  employee  who  believes 
that  he  or  she  is  the  victim  of  such  sexual  harassment  is  en- 
couraged to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Town  Ad- 
ministrator or  to  the  attention  of  the  Personnel  Board.  Such 
matters  will  be  dealt  with  immediately  by  the  Town  Adminis- 
trator and  will  be  handled  strictly  on  a  t^onfidential  basis. 

1.4  Drug  and  Alcohol  Use  Policies  —  The  Town  of  Eastham  is 
committed  to  a  working  environment  that  is  free  of  the  prob- 
lems associated  with  the  use  and  abuse  of  drugs  and  alcohol. 
Non  compliance  with  the  policy  set  forth  below  will  result  in 
disciplinary  action. 

1.4.1  Drug  and  Alcohol  Prohibitions  —  The  non-prescriptive  use, 
sale,  possession,  distribution,  dispensation,  manufacture,  or 
transfer  of  drugs  (controlled  substances)  or  alcohol  while  act- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Town  is  strictly  prohibited.  Further  pro- 
hibited is  the  use,  sale,  possession,  distribution,  dispensation, 
manufacture,  cultivation,  or  transfer  of  drugs  or  alcohol  on 
non-working  time  to  the  extent  such  use  impairs  an 
employee's  ability  to  perform  his/her  iob  or  where  such  use, 
sale,  possession,  distribution,  manufacture,  cultivation  or 
transfer  affects  the  reputation  of  the  Town  to  the  general  pub- 
lic or  threatens  its  integrity. 

1.4.2 

1.4.3  Dismissal  —  Employees  who  violate  the  Town's  drug  and  al- 
cohol free  work  place  policy  will  be  subject  to  discipline,  in- 
cluding discharge.  Employees  who  use  or  are  under  the  influ- 
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ence  of  drugs  or  alcohol  during  working  hours  will  be  subject 
to  immediate  dismissal.  However,  the  Town,  at  its  option,  may 
require  an  employee  together  with,  or  instead  of  disciplinary 
action,  to  successfully  complete  a  drug  or  alcohol  abuse  as- 
sistance or  similar  program  as  a  condition  of  continued  em- 
ployment or  re-employment.  In  such  cases,  employees  will  be 
permitted  an  unpaid  leave  of  absence  not  to  exceed  sixty  (60) 
days  to  participate  in  such  program  at  the  employee's  own 
expense  unless  the  cost  of  such  program  is  covered  under 
the  Town's  existing  health  insurance  plan.  No  benefits  and  no 
seniority  shall  accrue  to  an  employee  while  on  such  leave. 
The  Town  reserves  the  right  to  replace  such  employee  with  a 
temporary  employee  until  the  suspended  employee  is  allowed 
to  return  to  work.  These  conditions  shall  also  apply  to  em- 
ployees who  participate  in  the  Employee  Assistance  Program 
described  herein. 

1 .4.4  Employee  Assistance  Program  —  As  part  of  its  commitment 
to  provide  safe  conditions  to  the  public  and  its  employees, 
the  Town  maintains  an  Employee  Assistance  Program.  The 
Employee  Assistance  Program  can  provide  access  to  profes- 
sional services  in  an  effort  to  aid  the  employee  who  has  a 
drug  or  alcohol  problem.  All  employees  who  suspect  they 
may  have  a  drug  or  alcohol  problem  are  encouraged  to  utilize 
this  program's  resources  before  the  problem  impacts  upon 
their  employment  status.  Participation  in  this  program  is  vol- 
untary and  strictly  confidential. 

1.4.4A  Nonpreclusion  —  Participation  in  the  Employee  Assistance  Pro- 
gram after  the  disciplinary  process  has  begun  may  not  preclude 
disciplinary  action,  Including  termination  . 

1 .4.4. B  Costs  of  Program  —  The  Employee  Assistance  Program  does 
not  cover  costs  incurred  by  an  employee  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram except  those  medical  expenses  for  which  an  employee  is 
entitled  to  receive  reimbursement  in  accordance  with  the  provision 
of  the  Town's  insurance  policy. 

SECTION  II 

2.1  Definitions  —  In  this  by-law,  the  following  terms,  unless  a  con- 
trary meaning  is  required  by  the  context,  or  is  specifically  pre- 
scribed, shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

2.1.1  Continuous  Employment  —  Continuous  employment  shall  mean 
uninterrupted  service  {{for  the  Town}}  within  any  Town  Depart- 
ment except  for  vacation  periods,  sick  leave,  and  other  leaves 
granted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  general  law.  How- 
ever, an  employee  transferring  from  one  department  to  another 
would  not  have  greater  length  of  service  in  that  department  for 
purposes  of  promotion,  layoff  or  placement  on  the  salary  scale. 

2.1.5  Employee  —  For  the  purposes  of  this  by-law,  an  employee  is  any 
person  who  works  for  wages  or  salary  in  the  service  of  the  Town, 
whether  upon  a  part-time,  full-time  or  temporary  basis,  or  whether 
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appointed  or  elected,  other  than  members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  positions  under  its  control  and  emergency  employees. 
2.1.5  A  Full-Time  Employee  —  An  employee  in  the  service  of  the  Town 
filling  a  position  for  not  less  than  {{the  regular  scheduled  hours  of 
work  each  week,  and  who,  so  far  as  can  be  determined,  is  so 
engaged  for  a  period  of  indefinite  duration  or  for  a  stipulated  term 
of  one  year  or  more}}  seven  (7)  hours  per  day  for  five  (5)  days  a 
week  for  fifty-two  (52)  weeks  per  year,  minus  legal  holidays, 
vs.  authorized  vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  and  other  authorized 
absence. 

2.1.5  B  Regular  Part-Time  Employee  —  An  employee  in  the  service  of 
the  Town  {{filling  a  position  requiring  less  than  the  regular  sched- 
ule of  hours  of  work  each  week  or  full  weeks  for  less  than  one 
year,  and  who,  so  far  as  can  be  determined,  is  so  engaged  for  a 
period  of  indefinite  duration  or  for  a  stipulated  term  of  one  year  or 
more.}}  working  less  than  a  full-time  employee  but  working  on 
a  regular  schedule  for  fifty  two  (52)  weeks  per  year.  A  regular 
part-time  employee  is  allowable  on  a  pro  rata  basis  for  the 
benefits  otherwise  available  for  full-time  employees,  except  as 
may  be  noted  in  each  benefit  section  of  this  by-law. 

2.1.5  C  Temporary  Employee  —  An  employee  in  the  service  of  the 
Town  who  does  not  fall  under  the  definition  of  full-time  em- 
ployee or  regular  part-time  employee  and  who  is  hired  for  a 
period  of  defined  duration  of  less  than  one  (1)  year;  i.e.  sea- 
sonal, emergency,  etc. 

SECTION  III

3.2.5  An  employee  may  request  to  review  his/her  personnel  record 
in  the  presence  of  the  appropriate  Department  Head.  The 
employee's  Department  Head,  the  Personnel  Board,  the  Town 
Administrator  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  access 
to  such  records;  no  information  from  an  employee's  person- 
nel record  shall  be  released  without  the  written  authorization 
from  the  employee  other  than  to  the  employee's  Department 
Head,  Personnel  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Administrator.

7.1.3  Injury  in  the  Line  of  Duty  —  Should  a  regular  full-time  or  regular 
part-time  employee  be  absent  from  work  due  to  injury  directly  at- 
tributed to  his/her  employment  other  than  as  a  result  of  his/her 
gross  carelessness,  time  absent  shall  not  be  deducted  from  his/her 
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sick  leave  credits  and  the  salary  or  wage  paid  such  employee  dur- 
ing such  absence  shall  be  that  amount  which  is  paid  by  workers' 
compensation  for  said  injury,  except  that  the  Town  may  make  sal- 
ary payments  for  the  payday  following  the  accident.  Workers'  com- 
pensation reimbursement  for  the  paydate  which  is  paid  by  the 
Town  will  be  received  by  the  General  Fund  of  the  Town  of 
Eastham. 

7.1.3  A  Police  and  Fire  —  Police  and  fire  personnel  injured  in  the  line 
of  duty  are  eligible  for  injured-on-duty  pay  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  of  Chapter  41,  Section  11 1F  of  the  General 
Laws. 

7.1.3  B  Non  Police  and  Fire  Personnel  —  All  employees  other  than 
police  and  fire  personnel  injured  in  the  line  of  duty  are  enti- 
tled to  worker's  compensation  benefits  pursuant  to  the  provis- 
ions of  Chapter  152,  Section  69  of  the  General  Laws.  Such 
employees  may  use  their  sick  leave  to  make  up  the  difference 
between  their  regular  base  pay  and  the  amount  of  payment 
provided  under  the  worker's  compensation  statute. 

7.1.3  C  Miscellaneous  —  All  employees  injured  in  the  line  of  duty  re- 

ceiving benefits  pursuant  to  Chapter  41,  Section  11  IF  or 
Chapter  152,  Section  69  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  accrue 
benefits  while  on  such  leave.  All  such  personnel  after  a  period 
of  one  year  on  such  leave  may  be  terminated  from  the  em- 
ployment of  the  Town. 

7.1.4  Maternity  Leave  —  All  regular  full-time  and  regular  part-time  em- 
ployees who  have  been  employed  by  the  Town  continuously  for 
six  (6)  months  may  be  granted  sick  leave  and/or  unpaid  leave  of 
absence  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  eight  (8)  weeks  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  birth  or  for  the  purposes  of  adoption  of  a  child  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  or  a  child  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
three  (23)  who  is  mentally  or  physically  disabled,  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  149,  Section  105D  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

7.3  Serious  Illness  In  Immediate  Family  —  Serious  illness  in  an 
employee's  immediate  family  shall  be  considered  just  reason  for 
granting  vacation  leave.  {{If  an  employee  has  insufficient  vacation 
credits  advance  credits  may  be  granted  and  charged  against  vaca- 
tion credits  when  earned.}} 

7.4  Personal  Leave  —  A  full-time  employee  with  six  (6)  months  or 
more  of  continuous  service  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  two  (2)  days 
off  with  pay  per  fiscal  year  to  attend  to  personal  matters  which 
cannot  be  practically  scheduled  on  the  employee's  own  time.  A 
Personal  Day  shall  be  granted  to  regular  part-time  employees  at 
one  half  (1/2)  of  the  rate  granted  full-time  personnel.  Personal 
Days  are  not  accumulative  and  may  be  taken  only  with  prior  ap- 
proval of  the  Department  Head  and  shall  not  be  taken  to  extend 
vacations  or  immediately  prior  to  or  following  a  holiday{{,  day  off}} 
or  vacation. 

7.6.1  Re-employment  Rights  —  A  regular  full-time  or  reqular  part- 
time  employee  who  is  a  reservist  or  national  guardsman  and 
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who  has  been  called  to  active  duty  is  entitled  to  re-employ- 
ment rights  in  accordance  with  Federal  law. 

SECTION  VIII 

8.1  Employees  Entitled  to  Holidays  with  Pay  —  All  regular  full-time 
and  regular  part-time  employees  normally  scheduled  to  work  on 
one  of  the  following  holidays  shall  be  given  said  day  off  with  pay, 
or  if  the  employee  is  not  scheduled  to  work  on  that  day,  the  em- 
ployee shall  receive  compensatory  time  off  in  lieu  of  holiday  pay, 
provided  that  in  either  case  he/she  works  on  the  regularly  sched- 
uled work  day  next  before  and  the  regularly  scheduled  work  day 
next  following  said  holiday,  unless  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Spe- 
cifically excluded  from  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  {{regular 
part-time  employees  paid  upon  the  basis  of  an  hourly  wage,  all}} 
temporary  employees  and  emergency  employees. 

SECTION  X 

10.1     Physical  Examination  of  Job  Applicants  and  Employees 

The  Town,  through  its  Personnel  Board  shall,  after  an  offer  of 
employment  has  been  made,  but  previous  to  employment  or  the 
commencement  of  employment  duties,  require  applicants  for 
regular  full-time  and  regular  part-time  employment  by  the  Town  in 
the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Department,  the  Natural  Re- 
sources Department  and  the  {{Maintenance  Department}}  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  except  clerks,  secretaries  and  dis- 
patchers, to  be  examined  and  certified  by  a  physician  designated 
by  the  Town  as  to  the  applicant's  physical  fitness  to  perform  the 
duties  and  job-related  functions  of  the  position  sought  and/or  as 
to  any  physical  condition  or  limitations  that  would  or  could  ad- 
versely affect  his/her  welfare  or  employment  by  the  Town.{{;  and}} 
The  Personnel  Board  may  in  like  manner  and  for  the  same  pur- 
pose require  {{any  or  all  other  applicants  for  employment}}  all  per- 
sons currently  employed  by  the  Town  {{as  well  as  persons  cur- 
rently employed  by  the  Town}}  to  submit  to  like  physical  examina- 
tions with  reference  to  their  positions  {{sought  or  filled}}.  The  cost 
of  said  physical  examination  as  required  by  the  Town  shall  be 
paid  for  by  the  Town. 
10.1.2  Confidentiality  of  Medical  Records  —  All  information  obtained 
regarding  the  medical  condition  or  history  of  an  applicant  or 
employee  shall  be  collected  and  maintained  on  separate 
forms  and  in  separate  medical  files.  These  files  shall  be  confi- 
dential except  that  (1)  supervisors  or  the  Personnel  Board 
may  be  informed  regarding  necessary  restrictions  and  accom- 
modations for  the  employee:  (2)  first  aid  and  safety  personnel 
may  be  informed,  when  appropriate,  if  the  physical  condition 
of  an  employee  might  require  emergency  treatment;  and,  (3) 
government  officials  investigating  compliance  with  state  or 
federal  employment  laws  shall  be  provided  with  relevant  re- 
quested information.

The  Citizens  of  Eastham,  Massachusetts,  urge  you  to  cease  construc- 
tion of  the  outfall  tunnel  portion  of  the  Boston  Harbor  clean-up  project  until 
all  secondary  treatment  facilities  are  completed  and  sufficient  baseline  data 
is  gathered  to  determine  whether  in  fact  the  currently  proposed  9  1/2  mile 
outfall  is  needed. 

The  livelihood  and  quality  of  life  of  Eastham  residents  may  in  all  prob- 
ability be  harmed  by  the  discharge  through  this  tunnel  of  up  to  1.2  billion 
gallons  per  day  of  partially  treated  sewage  wastewater  into  the  ocean.  This 
effluent  will  be  brought  by  ocean  currents  into  Cape  Cod  Bay  and  there  is 
serious  scientific  doubt  as  to  whether  the  discharge  area  is  deep  enough 
to  receive  such  massive  amounts  of  fresh  water  and  nutrients. 

The  survival  of  coastal  towns  like  Eastham  already  depends  on  a  frag- 
ile coastal  ecosystem,  a  healthy  ocean,  and  clean  beaches.  Therefore,  the 
Town  of  Eastham  is  opposed  to  any  deep  ocean  dumping  of  sewage  efflu- 
ent, especially  a  system  that  will  discharge  the  massive  amounts  proposed 
for  the  Boston  Harbor  outfall  tunnel.
